He 
hoped the tradeto China might be amended by regulations iv 
the revenue laws at hothe—and he trufted that wife regulations 
at home, pioperly enforced abroad, would carry reform through 
the Prefidencies. In this hope, he was of opinion, that the 
Company fhould be “fuffered to accept the Bills of which they 
had received notice; “and‘which were, indecd, neceflary to the 
fopport of their credits Mr Pitt then explained his ideas on 
the fubject of the dividénd, and concluded with moving— 
¢ "Phat the Chairman be direSted to move for leave to bring

Mr Fraacis requéited the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
explain one thing to the Hoafe. He had (tated the amount 
of the Company’s debt, afd had yiven it as. his opinion, that 
they fhould be autborifed to accept the bills yf which they had 
reccived notice.

Mc Chancellor Pitt replied, that it was his opinion the pu- 
blic would’ not be pledged, nor bound, by the authority which 
they might give the Company to accept thefe bills, to pay them 
afterwards if the Company thould be anable. 

Mr Fox admitted the anfWer to be a fair one, if the queltion 
was precifely, whetber the nation was obliged to pay the bills 
which the authorifed the Direétors to accept. But, in the pre- 
fent cafe, the confideration went farther ; tor if Parliament au- 
thorifed them to accept bills to a certain amount, did not that 
imply a conyiction of their competency to pay them? And

ject of fuch importance to ihe public as the whole revenues of 
the Company. But in all thefe tranfadtions it was never look.

Me Francis reqneftl the Houfe would indulge him in a 
variety of matters: which he was anxious to take the firlt op- 
portunity of laying before then’; and as he thought this one of 
the myit, proper-he could have, he woald, with their leave, em- 
brace tt. He then went through the report of the committee 
with great minutenels, contelting, as he went along, the {tate- 
ment of the Directors, on which the committec, he faid, had 
commented with great judgement and liberality ; bat he com- 
plained at the fame time of a want of materials, which had not 
valy miiled the Directors, but alfo in a preat meafure contract- 
ed the ftatem -nt and animadverfions of the committe. 

[x is impothble to follow this geatleman through all his 
remarks. “Qne circumitance, however, greatly altonithed 
the Houfe. Nora fyllavle had been mentioned by the Direc. 
rors, or in the difpatches, refpedting the receipts of the reve- 
nue of Bengal fince the year (747; though: very regular ac- 
counts had been tranfmigted of all the difbarfemenrs down to 
O&ober £733. Mr Francis next (tated, that the difference 
between the computations of thé court of Directors, whofe in- 
formation had beea extremely partial touching the Company’s 
debts, and thole which he was led to entertain from much bet-

The next object to which Mr Francis called the attention 
of the committee, was the late difpatches from Bengal: Thef 


Col. Cathcart faid he, difclaimetl the imputation of being ¢ 
teprefentative of Mr Haltings, He had the honour to repre. 
fent a county of North Britain, and thought it his duty to de. 
liver his fentiments in Parliament as an independent meniber 
He applauded the conduct of the Governor-General of Ben. 
gal, and thought he had faved to Great Britain all our valuable 
dominions in that part of the world. He called ou the minifler 
to bring forward the bill he bad fo long promifed, and which 
the circumftanees of the Company fo much demanded, Thi 
was a meafure to which the nation had looked with the moft 
folicitous expeftations. Our affairs in that quarter certainly 
wore nq very pleafing afpect, but the confufion and degenera 
in them originated with ourfelves. Their government wanted 
vigopr, refponfibility, and Spirit. Transfyle thefe qualtties, faid 
he, into their debilitated fy{tem, and every thing wil prefently 
aflume a new face; Col. Cathcart then adverced to the fitua. 
tion of the army. This, he faid, was at prefent wholly withogy 
fyitem and without head. ‘There were troops of the Compa. 


was without union or order. It had mor one head; its opera. 
tions, for that reafon, were apt to clath, as, being under no cons 
trol which might no prove contradictory. This deftroyed the 
difcipline of the troops. “I'he commanders in chief ated under 
the inconvenience of an abridged authority. ‘Lo give the ar 

effet, it was neceffary to enlate the authority of its officers, 
who under the prefent fyftem. were obnoxious to preat hard. 
thips. There was alfo a fpecies of tax-gatherers, or revenue 
ofhcers, who Rad great powers, and generally abuitd them ing 
moft wanton and outrageous manner. “This great and dread. 
tul calamity, to which the natives were fo {candaloufly obnoxi. 
ous, was often imputed to the military, who, when fubjeGted to 
the orders of a well difciplined army, were incapadle of doing 
any thing which could admit for a moment fuch an imputation, 

Col. Cathcart threw out many other things with great per. 
tinence and propriety, and wifhed that what he had faid re. 
{fpefting the army might induce the minifter in his bill to 
ceed againit fuch a want of fyftem in a military eftablithment 
for the time to come. On the whole, he avowed himfelf one 
of thofe who did not defpair of the Compeny’s ability tu anwer 
all their exigencies ; and praifed the minifler: for the judicions. 
mealure of accommodating the prefent operations of Govern- 
ment to the embarraffed firuation of the Company. - : 

Major Scott trufted the Houfe would indulge him in faying 
a few things in reply to what had been fo pointedly levelled at 
himfelf. . He was not the reprefentative of Mr Haftings in that 
Houfe. He did not wifh to hear that gentleman’s name any 
more mentioned. ‘The people of England were his conftiu- 
ents. Something which had fallen from t's Hon. Gentleman 
(Mr Francis) made it neceffary for him, he iatd, to give a hif- 
tory of Bengalsfor the lait fourteen years.. [This produced a 
lond Jaugh.] He went on, howevet,° with his ftatements, in 
which he endeavoured to jullify the Dire&ors, to-confute Mr 
Francis, and to cotreé& the féport of the Seleét Committee. 
From his review of the politics of Bengal, he concluded, that 
the whole of the enormous’ debt in which it was now involved 
originated in the American war. To this:tt liberally and em. 
phatically aferibed every wnpromifing circumftance to which 
our fertlements in India were now reduced. Every thing \be- 
fore.the commencement of that*unforrunate war, he laid, was 
well; and whether the conduét of Mr Hallings was right ne 
wrong, on the whole it would be almoft impoffible ‘to affix 
blame to any of his actions down to the prefent time. Whe- 
ther he had abilities, or was a weak man, was therefore nothing 
to the queltion, wbich was, were the affairs of India inanaged 
well or ill under his appoiatment ? : 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid he had been -anwilling 
to interrupt Mr Francis, in’ the, very interefting particulars 
which he had brought forward ; and, indeed, the committee, 
he was aware. would not have thanked him for preventing {pch 
a fund of effential information as the Hon: Gentleman from 
his fituation was enabled to fupply. He had now rofe, there- 
fore, only to informa the Houfe, which he faw {till pretty fall, 
that on ‘Luefday next he thould move for leave to bring ina 
bill with a view to improving the fyllem of our A Gutick {ette- 
ments. 

Lord N rth faid he thought himfif pretty plainly called ups 
on by an Hon. Gentleman (Major Scott) io fay fomerbing ia 
his own defence. He owned the American war had much to 
anfwer for, bat he hoped it would not be made refpontible for 
every thing. This, in his opinion, would be dealing very 
harfhly by it. The Hon. Gentleman had afked him whether 
Mr Haftings had not withed to be recalled, aod why he bad 
not recalled him. Ie was true Mr Haftings had fignified a 
defire to be recalled. It was as true alfo that he had it notin 
his power to comply with that defire, and for this reafon, that 
a much greater power than his had not been able to aceomplith 
it ; for it had always turned out, that whenever Mr Hattings 
fignified a with to refign, the Company and the Minifler, or the 
Company and the Houfe, were at war; confequeatly, the meas 
cos See Mr Haitings had fo much at heart became imprac- 
ticable. 

Mr Smith, Chairman of the Company,, now rofe to vindi- 
cate the ftatement of the DireStors on which the committee had 
commented, His objet was to refute what the felect com- 
mittee had reported, in which view he went through the, whole 
report, paragraph by paragraph, and concluded with fayings 
that the circumitances of the Company were very promiting and 
fatisfactory, and that every afpect, in which they’could be views 
ed, was calculated to-encourage, and not to alarm, 

Mr Eden vindicated the committee, following the Hon.

Some ferious difputes at prefent fublifting between the inha-

"The Court fat til: near five o'clock, and in con- 
ceri with the gentlemen deputed, went into a full inveftigation 
of the whole bufinefs. After a variety of arguments, in which 
the Committee on the part of the trade infiited, that, circum- 
flanced’as the tenor of the bill now held out to the public is, 
it will be fo very far from operating in favour, that it. mult be 
highly difadvantageous to the tea trader as well as the tea con- 
“famer; that though the appearances were f{pecioufly held forth 
‘as a preventfon to {muggling, the very contrary, it was expeét- 
ed, would be the cafe, while the contraband dealer would ttill 
be enabled to underfel the fair trader. 

The ultimate refult of this conference, 2s far.as it has gone 
hitherto is, that the two Chairmen of the Directors were to 
have an interview with the Minilter yeflerday morning, and lay 
the whole of the mintees ((tating the feveral obje@ions and ar- 
gaments ufed by the tea-dealers Contniittee) before Mr Pitt, 
and add fuch comments of theit own as they find feafible and 
neceflary. 

Yefterday morning the Chairman and two other Directors of 
of the Eaft India company had, according to appointment, an- 
other interview with Mr Pitt. The interview between the 

Firlt Lord of the ‘l'reafury and the Committee of Directors is 
fiid to have lafted rwo hours. Since which it is reported the 
Minifter has agreed to modify his intended bill, fo as in part 
‘to meet the withes of the Company and the trade; but he in- 
‘fits on making a diftingtion as to the ultiindte duties ad v/p- 
rem on teas, accord:ng to the prices they fell for at the Compa- 
ny’s tea fales.

In the great caafe, which has been fo much the fubjed of 
public artention, between Commodore Johnitone and Captain 
Sutton, and in which the latter, about a fo: tnight ago, ubtained 
averdi&t for five theufand po mds againit the former, for mali- 
cioufly putting him under an arielt, and trying him before a 
Court Martial ; the Barons of the Exchequer yelterday gave 
_jJadgment upon a rule obtained by the Attorney-General, to 
thew caufe why the verdi&t thould not be Yer afide as againit e- 
vidence, ‘The Lord Chief Baron, after having reported the 
evidence, and flared the law as it applies to fuch aétions, de- 
clared it to be his opinion, that the verdict ought to be fet a- 
fide as againft evidence, for that there w2s 2 proof of malice, 
at clear pri He therefore expreiied 
“his fatisfa@ion that a motion had been made for a new trial, for 
that he was diffatisfied with the former verdi&. ‘Tine other 
Barons (having delivered their opinions /eriatim to the fame 
effeet ) entirely concurred with his Lordihip, and by the aza- 
mmous opinion of the Court, the verdict was fet alide, as a ver- 
dit apaink evidence. This trial has taken up more time than 
any other within the memory of man. Ic Jatted before the Ju- 
hry from nine o’clock on the Saturday morning till eight o’clock 
on'the “Sunday morning; and the arguments in the Court of 
Exchequer occupied nearly two whole days.
